Thoso horses have existed on thi) plains for 
irmny yours, but of lfi.to thoy havo boon in- 
creasing vory fast. Thoy aro quick to scent 
the approach of foes, fleot as tiio antolopo 
tbat may often bo seen browsing in security 
at their side, and as unmanageable .as llio 
winj. 
Native animals whon turned looso on 


tho prairie soon becomo wild, and if allowed 
to run without being disturbed breed very 
rapidly. Horsos continually break away 
from thoir owners and join tho wild horses, 
and this is tho reason why stockmen are 
aroused over tho subject.

Tho wild horses are compact little animals, 


weighing from 500 to 1,100 pounds, Tho ma- 
jority of them weigh about 600 pounds and 
stand about fourteen hands high. I:i color 
they aro usually brown, sorrel, or bay. A 
gray is seldom seen, unless it is a lioi-so that 
has strayed jiway from civilization. Their 
tails grow long, sometimes drugging tho 
ground, but ^the^r..mauas. lu-oJtta, tho«o "E1 


• otlior Tuir5ii3, and not llowing to t!io Jcnoos as 
thoy aro represented in somo books. Tho 
oyo, probably from being constantly on ' tho 
watob, is larger than tho oyo of tho domostio 
horse, and oven whoii tamod tho oy-3 remains 
a distinctive mark ot tho horse's origin. 
Wild horses, when captured and trained, aro 
superior to auy other horse of tho samo si/.o. 
Many of them are used by the con-hoys, and 
others are broken to harness and driven as 
c-arriago horses, bcAg ontiroly trustworthy. 


Sovoral men living in Sidney inako a 


living by catching wild horses. Until five 
or sta years ago no ono know how to do it, 
and vory few outsiders now vmdei-stnjid tho 
methods adopted. Mr. Livingston, of thai 
town, describes the process as follows: '-Twi, 
men always work together. 
Lot thorn star; 


out from Sidney, oithor north or south, nn i 
they aro almost certain to find a buucli 
within fifteen miles. Tlio plan is then to 
pitch a tent and make a camp, and one of 
tho men, mounted on his best horse, carry- 
ing with him o. few cold biscuits or some- 
thing olso convenient to oat, starts after tho 
buuch. He does uot ride very fast, aud at 
first does not attempt to got near them, but 
is content to keep tho bunch moving, cot 
allowing them to stop and eat. Tho horsos 
may go only ten or a dozen milos, und they 
may go fifty or sixty, but, no matter how* 
far thoy run, thoy will turn baok and seek 
tho rango from which they started. If thoy 
go far tbe mettle of tho ridor and his hor.se 
will bo triod to tho utmost. Tho bunch muse 
bo kept moving, and tlioro is no char.co to 
change saddle horsos until they turn, of thoir 
own accord, and pass near tho camp. 


"Day and n'ight, ou thej' go. If the weather 


bo clear and the nights uot stormy, tbe rider 
will continue closo after tho animals, some- 
times within 100 yards. It makes no dilTor- 
enco whether it bo dark or light, th 3 Iiorse 
that is ridden and that is trained to tha 
business, follows after tho hord. Whon 
Ui'j 


first rider succeeds in turning tile bunch and 
bringing them back to tho camp, ho i> re- 
lieved by tho second, who with a frosh horse 
starts after them, while his companion turns 
in and takes a much nocded rest. This timo 
thoy will not probably go so far. JUte:' a 
while thoy bocomo tamer, and tho huntor 
can turn thorn at ploasuro. This may require 
a week, or it may bo done in a couplo of 
days. If tho horses do not become scared 
they will not run so far, and aro moro easily 
managed. Whon tho bunch bocomos wor- 
ried and starved out, it is driven towilrd tho 
nearest corral. 
Formerly corrals were 


erected specially for tho purpose, but now 
ranches nro so numoraus that thoy lire not 
needed any moro. 


"Once inside, tho wildest of the band are 


caught, and chains aro fastonod to their 
legs. 
Men walk among them aud trpnt 


thorn 
kindly, 
and 
thoy soon 
learn 


that thoro is nothing to bo feared. 
Thoy aro 


turned looso in any ordinary pasture, and 
whon they are wanted they aro driven to tho 
corral and roped. If two men can gather n 
bunch of ton or a dozen horses in a week, 
thoy, of cour?o make a good sum of money 
out of tho transaction, as Eho auimuls v.-ill 
soil at from SiJO to $50 each; but misl'ortuna 
sometimes overtakes thorn whon in pursuit. 
A buuch may run away from' their pursue! 
entirely, and not be found for several days, 
or a storm coming up iu tho r.ight may pro 
Vont his following them and compel him to 
give up the chaso, or possibly ho will over- 
estimate tho strength of his horse, and rldj 
the faithful animal until he drops. 
Then ho 


can only pack his saddle on his bad: and 
sock tho camp."
